Two of Yale’s largest tents capable of 
holding 15,000 people, will be erected, and 1 
the dwellers in that region may expect to 
see the greatest demonstration ever held in 
that section of the State. Fares will be 
reduced to less than half rates on most of 
the railroads. Governor Washburn will 
preside and among the speakers will be 
George Win. Curtis, Henry Wilson, II. L. 
Dawes, George F. Hoar and Benj. F. But¬ 
ler. Others of equal prominence have been 
invited, and, it is .expected will be pres¬ 
ent. Gilmore’s famous Band (forty pieces) 
will be present, and experienced caterers 
will be on the ground to attend to the 
wants of the multitude. Let the towns 
hereabouts send largo delegations. The 
fare from Palmer to Lake Pleasant, and re¬ 
turn SeptJllth or 12th will be $1.5Q. 

More Southern Expectation. 

As the Greeley campaigu progresses 
some of the Southern papers grow bolder, 
and speak their minds more clearly, giving 
their readers to understand that if Greeley 
should be elected the South will be restored 
to its former privileges. The Richmond 
(Va.) Enquirer says that negro suffrage is 
“the sum of all the woes and misfortunes 
of the,South,” and says: “How are we to 
get rid of this noxious plant—who is to lay 
the axe to the root? Our answer is, Mr. 
Greeley.” IIow he is to give relief is thus 
explained.

Straight Ticket. 

The National Democratic Convention, 
straight, was held at Louisville on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, having a large attendance 
of old linergB Chaiu.es O’Connor of New 
York was nominated for President and 
John Quincy Adams of Massachusetts for 
Vice President. O’Connor wanted to be 
let off, but the convention insisted that he 
should stand fire, and though he positively 
refused to be a candidate, his declination 
was not accepted, and he will no doubt be 
voted for by the “straights,” who are so 
obstinate that they will not vote any other

Vermont did herself great credit last 
Tuesday! She held her State election and 
made a clean thing of it, gaining seven, or 
eight thousand Republican majority over 
her vote for Governor in 1870.

Greeley on tUe Stump. 

The Chappaqun farmer is on liis tramp c 
through the Western States, stumping for y 
himself, contrary to the advice of his best 
friends. lie has already made several uu- l 
fortunate speeches. At Pittsburg he pitch- t 
ed into the soldiers’ convention which had 
recently assembled there, accusing them cf s 
keeping alive the fires of hate aud revenge. 
There were more than thirty thousand of i 
these soldiers, and they will not be likely 
to endorse Mr. Greeley’s views on this 
matter. At Louisville, Ky., he made a 
financial speech, in which he said the finan¬ 
ces of the government should bo so man¬ 
aged as to prevent corners in gold, corners 
in pork, corners in stocks &c., but how he 
would thwart the ingenuity of speculators 
he did not explain. He went back on Ins 
specie payment hobby, and said he did not 
see when we could resume. He has already 
made more than twenty speeches, covering 
about every subject that has interested the 
country in the last twenty years, and be¬ 
fore he gets through he will no doubt bring 
up the old national bank, the Mexican war, 
aud the eastern boundary questions. His 
friends will have to follow him round and 

smooth over the rough work he is making 

or he will soon use himself up and the 
whole party that supports him.

The re- 
suit shows that the reports circulated by 1 
the opposition against Hartranft for Gov¬ 
ernor, were not believed by the people of 
Pennsylvania. The Republicans gain seven 
members of Congress, and lose one in Lu¬ 
zerne district. Twenty Republicans and 
seven Democrats are elected. The Repub¬ 
licans have a majority of the Constitution¬ 
al Convention, and 60 members of the As¬ 
sembly against 40 Democrats. 

Ohio gives the Republicans 16,000 major¬ 
ity, and carries all but one or two Congres¬ 
sional districts. 

Ind .ana is in doubt. The State is claim¬ 
ed by both parties by small majorities. It 
will be some days before the exact figures 
are all in. Till then it is safe to consid¬ 
er the Republican ticket elected. The 
Democrats are certain of only two or three 
Congiessmen, while the Republicans have 
elected eight or nine. 

Nebraska elected her State and Congres¬ 
sional tickets by about 5000 majority. 

The District of Columbia elected a Re¬ 
publican member of Congress and Republi¬ 
can members of the legislative assembly, 
on Tuesday, by 2000 majority. 

The very latest from Indiana concedes 
the State to the Republicans by a small 
majority. The notorious Dan Voorhees is 
defeated for member of Congress.
